But, for a good many 
numbers, words ayid syllables may 
be formed, often surprisingly appro- 
priate to the owner of the number 
dialed. Some of the words will be 
vulgar and rude, combinations that 
the telephone company would nev- 
er allow to appear in its directory. 
That is one good reason for keeping 
the code strictly private.

Accidents 


It is self-evident that many traffic 
accidents are the result of stupidity. 
Newspaper reports of tragedies of- 
ten reveal evidence of utter folly — 
teenage drivers who try to switch 
car while driving down hill, side by 
side; men so befuddled by drink 
that they speed for miles down the 
wrong side of a divided highway; 
young lives iost as the result of pl- 
aying “chicken”, 

The best drivers are usually clev- 
er people, according to a study by 
Professor Hans Eysench, head of 
the Psychological Department of 
London University. Reckless driv- 
Ing is not only stupid in itself - it 
{fs often the sign of a person of be- 
low-average intelligence. 

Tests proved, he said, that people 
with an intelligence quoto of 80 


|'the average is between 100 ond 110) 


had many more accidents than peop- 
le with a higher IQ. He felt that 
considerable caution should be sh- 
own before granting licences to the 
dullest 20 percent of the population. 

Dull-witted people prefer to con- 
ceal their deficiency, as a rule, But 
when driving, they often advertize 
it, blatantly. 

Perhaps the standard of driving 
an the roads today would rise if 
Sotiety as a whole treated bad driv- 
ing as a manifestation of sub-nor- 
mai intelligence. Too many people 
forify reckless, aggressive behavi-

Whether or not 
brafms and good driving always go 
together, says the Ontario Safety 
League, there is no doubt that reck- 
lessness is always a mark of stupid- 
ity. 


Cowardice has Value 


While the Russians are keeping the 
West uneasy with their threats of 
atomic warfare, it is more than likely 
that as much uneasiness is being 


generated by the West on the farth- 


er side of the Iron Curtain. It is 


profitable to recall a remark of Dr. 


Johnson’s in 1778, when the French 


were enemies of the British and 


there were fears in England of a 
French invasion. 


One gentleman having remarked 
after a visit to Dunkirk that the 
French had the same fears of the 
English, Dr. Johnson said: “It is thus 
that mutual cowardice keeps us in 
peace. Were one-half of mankind 
brave and one-half cowards, the 
brave would always be beating the 
cowards. Were all brave, they would
